Deductions allowed taxpayers in 
connection with the maintenance and. 
operation of automobiles 
are 
the 
subject o f frequent inquiries 
from 
taxpayers in filing an income ta x 
return. The following is fo r th«> guid­ 
ance of owners and prospective own­ 
ers. 


Such cost— for garage hills, g a so ­ 
line, repairs, et<— may b<* deducted 
as a business expense when an a u ­ 
tomobile is used wholly for business 
purposes, or in tra«le, profession, or 
farming. When used partly for such 
purposes and partly for the, pleasure 
or convenience of the taxpayer and 
his family, the < *ost may be prorated 
and that part attributable to business 
or the other pursuits inentione»! de- 
ducted as a business expense. 


The same rule applies with regard 
to the deduction 
for 
depreciation, 
which is allowed when an automobile 
is used wholly in 
business, 
tra«le, 
profession or farming, and must be 
apportioned accordingly when used 
partly tor such purposes and partly 
for pleasure. If an automobile is used 
almost exclusively fo r pleasure, a 
deduction fo r depreciation is not a l­ 
lowed. 
, 


The purchase price o f an autom o­ 
bile, even when used wholly in bus­ 
iness, cannot be deducted from gro ss 
income. It is a capital expenditure, 
deduction o f which is expressly d isal­ 
lowed by the revenue act. The 5 per 
cent tax which attaches to the sale 
o f an automobile cannot be deduct»*»! 
by the purchaser because it is a tax 
levied on the sale by the m anufactur­ 
er, and must be returned and paid bv 
him. The m anufacturer, may 
reim­ 
burse himself in the amount of the 
tax by agreement with the purchaser, 
in manner prescribed 
by 
Treasury 
regulations. So fa r as the purchaser 
is concerned, the tax is a part of the 
cost to him of the automobile. The 
m anufactuer may not deduct the tax 
in his return, unless the amount is 
included in his gross income. 


An automobile license fee is 
re­ 
garded as a tax, and m ay be deduct­ 
ed whether the automobile is used for 
business or fo r pleasure or conven­ 
ience. 


Tn the event o f a collision between 
a truck and an automobile use»l for 
pleasure or convenience, the owner o f 
the truck may claim a deduction for 
dam ages, provided the truck was be­ 
ing used fo r business at the time of 
the collision. No deduction is allowed 
the owner of the automobile, because 
it was not being used for 
business 
oiirposes. Amounts expended by own­ 
ers ot automobiles used for pleasure 
or convenience in repairing dam ages 
thereto caused by negligent operation 
do not constitute deductible losses. 


Taxpayers are advised not to «le- 
lay in the filing of their returns. To 
do so results in confusion and < *on- 
gestion during the closing days of tlm 
filing period, which ends at midnight 
o f March 15.

cause weather changes are so rapid 
these days and gravel 
and stone 
road* only stand a certain density 
of traffic 
before 
they break and 
swiftly deteriorate in thaw periods, 
highway officials today in the depart­ 
ment's weekly traffic bulletin urged 
overland traffic to proceed cautious­ 
ly over all roads in the state sys­ 
tem having stone 
and gravel su r­ 
faces. 
This is the critical time on road 
surfaces other than rigid types be­ 
cause it 
is a physical impossibility 
to keep gravel and stone surfaces 
in godfl condition! with 
thaw oi|e 
hour and freeze the next if traffic 
is dense, John I). Williams, director, 
said. 
However, maintenance forces 
are 
doing 
all possible 
to repair 
breaks speedily* 
The public must take into consid­ 
eration, Williams said, that detours 
are necessary around numerous con­ 
struction projects. 
In the main de­ 
tours are good, but in some instances 
detour roads broke under traffic the 
last few days prior to the present 
freeze. 
Williams called attention to two 
extreme eases. 
The first of the week 
southern Indiana was 
swept by a 
tornado and near cloud burst. Some 
road?« were inundated. 
The extreme 
north was gripped in a blizzard with 
snow drifting 15 to 20 inches. 
So 
erratic is Indiana weather that thaw 
may 
prevail in 
northern 
Indiana 
within a few hours and roads firm 
to traffic, soften, cut and mire. 
Mr. Williams pointed out a con­ 
dition on Road 20 over which the 
ta te has little control. A short dis­ 
tance out of Columbus the county 
contracted for a short stretch of 
pavement prior to the Highway com­ 
ing into the state system. 
The pro­ 
ject is still incomplet^, and the de­ 
tour road 
in use many months is 
impassible in thaw periods, 
in this 
ease traffic has only one alternative, 
proceed south on No. 1 to Seymour 
and cross over on No. 4, thus avoid­ 
ing the construction and impassable 
detour in 
wet weather. 
Somewhat 
Lmilar conditions prevail over de­ 
tour roads around other construction 
projects o f the state, and traffic is 
urged to consider the condition of 
weather before making them. 
Vvoid detour roads in thaw periods 
as far as possible is the admonish­ 
ment. 
As far as possible highway p a t­ 
rolmen 
are watching these detour 
roads «and changing them when the 
occasion 
demands. 
On the other 
land 
a detour road may 
become 
impassible in an hour or so before 
it can be marked. 
It is because of 
these 
peculiar and 
uncontrollable 
conditions that traffic is asked to 
use judgment about taking them, and 
observe gross tonnage weight on all 
but paved roafls during tl|aws. 
To protect the gravel and stone 
surface the department has ordered 
truck and bus loads cu t to one-half 
rated capacity with maximum gross 
load at 3 tons during thaws. 
This 
order, it is made plain, is only when 
roads are soft. 
If a road is frozen, 
naturally heavier loads are perm id- 
sable. 
The order does not apply to 
hard surface roads. 
The bulk of overland traffic uses 
state roads and especially in criti­ 
cal periods 
of 
thaw 
and 
freeze. 
Therefore it is more important that 
everyone cooperate to keep them to 
the highest standard. Also it is a d ­ 
visable, due to the sudden changes, 
that traffic so fa r as possible keep 
in touch with the patrolman and sup­ 
erintendent of the road over 
which 
they are going, especially if there is 
question of its condition. 
At this time roads of southern and 
southeastern Indiana are 
in 
the 
worst condition due to thaws 
and 
rains. 
Bad breaks in brief are as follows: 
No. 4— Impassable between Sulli­ 
van and Linton; soft between Linton 
and Bloomfield. 
No. 5— Very bad around W heat­ 
land with heavy loads barred. For the 


winter detour via Mitchell and Paoli 
over 41 and 22 around construction 
between Loogootee and West Baden. 
No. 7— Culvert out near Wabash- 
Miami county line and road inundat­ 
ed. 
No. 8— W ater over new fill north 
of Renssalner. 


No. 10—Bad 
breaks 
south 
of 
Princeton, north of Patoka and south 
of Vincennes. Poor condition between 
Vincennes and Bruceville and for 4 
miles north of Bruceville. Mud hole 
north of Oakton. W ater from W a­ 
bash and tributaries over 30 feet of 
road between Clinton, and Lvford. If 
continues to rise road will be blocked 


No. 12— Very bad from Bruceville 
to Edwardsport, and between W orth­ 
ington and Spencer. 
No. 10— Very soft between E vans­ 
ville and Mt. Vernon. 
No. 20— Soft all the way between 
Mt. Vernon and Owenville with deep 
hole near Poseyville. 
No. 26— Detour southeast of 
Co­ 
lumbus impassable in thaws. Traffic 
stay on 1 to Seymour and cross on 


No. 
9— (Lintonto Brazil)— Suit­ 
able for light traffic between Clay 
City and B razil Construction at 4- 
miles south of Brazil. E ast 
detour 
only fair. Construction between Ja - 
sonville and Clay City. Eel river fer­ 
ry south oft Clay City not running. 
No. 13— Construction for 10 miles 
south of Garrett, and for 8 
miles 
south of Michigan line; detour 
via 
Freemont. Grading north of N e w c a s ­ 
tle. 
No. 15— Closed at north edge 
of 
Laporte account pavement construc­ 
tion. Bridge out 4 miles north of In­ 
dianapolis. To avoid bridge and cul­ 
vert construction in Marion county, 
leave Indianapolis on N. Meridian 
street, cross Canal bridge to Illinois 
street and north 4^ miles, thence 3 
miles back to 15. 
No. 21— Heavy trucks detour west 
at Randolph-Jay county line. R oad­ 
side detour in good shape for light 
traffic only. Grading north of Rich­ 
mond. 
No. 22— Use 12 between Indiana­ 
polis and Martinsville as 22 is im­ 
passable during thaws. Avoid heavy 
construction from Paoli to Road 10. 
No. 25— Closed from 
Angola 
to 
Lagrange county line. Closed from 
Michigan City to New Carlisle. While 
Laporte traffic is using new pavement 
to 15 through traffic follow marked 
detour to north. 
No. 27— Bridge out 2-miles south 
of Goshen. Detour marked but it 
is 
poor. 
No. 28—Earth surface from P e t­ 
ersburg to Sandy Hook to be avoided 
in wet weather. Widening and su r­ 
facing from Petersburg to Washing­ 
ton. 
No. 32— Bridge out north of Clov- 
erdalc; drive run-around carefully. 
No. 33— Bridge out 4 miles west 
of Covington. Two detours but 
both 
imor. 
No. 40— Grading between Scotts- 
burg and Bloeher. Heavy construc­ 
tion between Haysville and French 
Lick. Detour impassable. Rough west 
of Vevay. 
No. 47— Heavy construction 
be­ 
tween Nevvtonville and Troy. 
No. 50—Detour 3 miles west 
of 
Culver account of bridge construc­ 
tion# 
No. 53— New stone being 
applied 
south o f Surnnan. 
All gravel and stone roads alter­ 
nate at being soft and then freezing 
rough. Breaks may occur at any time 
and all traffic is warned to 
drive 
carefully.

Ed Jackson, secretary of ^state, 


declared thafhe will insist on an im- 
mediate refund to all motorists of 
excess fees ppid on licenses already 
issued. The state automobile depart- 
ment, according to II. D. McClelland 
manager, has received $2.1(55,764 to 
date, and it 'is estimate*! that ap- 
proximately one-half of this amount 
is excess fees.

TAX REDUCTIONS! 


Many Questions Asked on Deductions 


Allowed Taxpayers in Connection 


With Automobiles 


GUIDE IS GIVEN OWNERS 


Taxpayers Are Advised Not to Delay 


in Filing of Their Returns—Hay 


Cause Confusion . 


Deductions allowed taxpayers in 


connection with the maintenance and 
operation of automobiles are 
the 


subject of frequent inquiries 
from 


taxpayers in filing an income tax 
return. The following is-for the guid- 
ance of owners and prospective own- 
ers. 


Sut-h cost—for garage bills, gaso- 


line, repairs, etc—may be deducted 
as a business expense when an au- 
tomobile is used wholly for business 
purposes, or in' trade, profession, or 
farming. When used partly for such 
purposes and partly for the, pleasure 
or convenience of the taxpayer and 
his family, the cost may be prorated 
and that part attributable to business 
or the other pursuits mentioned de- 
ducted as a business expense. 


The same rule applies with regard 


to the deduction for depreciation, 
which is allowed when an automobile 
is used wholly in business, trade, 
profession or farming, and must, be 
apportioned accordingly when used 
partly for such purposes and partly. 
for pleasure. If an automobile is used 
almost exclusively for pleasure^»-' : 
deduction for depreciation is not al- 
lowed.' 
' , -• • • 
- 
-- • •: 


- The purchase price of an automo- 
bile, even when used wholly in bus- 
iness, cannot be deducted from gross, 
income. It is a capital expenditure, 
deduction of which is expressly disal- 
lowed by the revenue act. The 5 per 
cent tax which attaches to the sale 
of an automobile cannot be deducted 
by the purchaser because It is a tax 
levied on the sale by the manufactur- 
er, and must be returned and paid by 
him. The manufacturer, may 
reim- 


burse himself in the amount of the 
tax by agreement with the purchaser, 
in manner prescribed 
by Treasury 


regulations. So far as the purchaser 
is concerned, the tax is a part of the 
cost to him of the automobile. The 
manufactuer may not deduct the tax 
in his return, unless the amount is 
included in his gross income. 


An automobile license fee is 
re- 


garded as a tax, and may be deduct- 
ed whether the automobile is used for 
business or for pleasure or cuuven- 
ienee. 


In! the event of a collision between 


a truck and an automobile used for 
pleasure'or convenience, the owner of 
the tntck may claim a deduction for 
damages, provided the truck was be- 
ing used for business at the time of 
the collision. No deduction is allowed 
the owner of the automobile, because 
it was not being used for business 
purposes. Amounts expended by own- 
ers of automobiles used for pleasure 
or convenience in repairing damages 
thereto caused by negligent operation 
do not constitute deductible losses. 


Taxpayers are advised not to de- 


lay in the filing of their returns. To 
do so results in confusion and con- 
gestion during the closing days of the 
filing period, which ends' at midnight 
of March 15.

Overland Traffic Urged To Proceed 


Cautiously Over Unpaved State Roads 


Indianapolis, Ind., -Feb. 9—Be- 


cause weather changes are so rapid 
these days and gravel and -stone 
roads only stand a certain density 
of traffic 
before they break and 


swiftly deteriorate in -thaw periods, 
highway officials today in.the depart- 
ment's weekly traffic bulletin urged 
overland traffic to .proceed cautious- 
ly over all roads in tHe state sys- 
tem having stone and gravel siir- 
Eaees. 


This is the critical time on road 


surfaces other than rigid types be- 
cause it is a physical impossibility 
to keep gravel and stone surfaces 
in «o<O condition! with thaw oi|e 
hour and freeze the nest if traffic 
is dense, John D. Williams, director, 
said. 'However, maintenance forces 
are doing .all possible 
to repair 


breaks speedily. 


The public must take into consid- 


eration, Williams said,.'.that detours 
are necessary around numerous con- 
struction projects. In the main de- 
tours are good, but in some instances 
detour roads broke under traffic the 
last few days prior to the present 
freeze. 


Williams «tilled attention to _ two 


extreme cases. The firsfr-of the week 
southern Indiana was swept by a 
tornado and near cloud burst. Some 
roads were inundated.'The extreme 
north'was gripped in a blizzard with 
snow drifting 15 to 201 inches. 
So 


erratic is Indiana weather that thaw 
may prevail in northern Indiana 
within a few hours and roads firm 
to traffic, soften, cut and mire. 


Mr. Williams pointed out a con- 


dition on Road 26 'over which the 
state has little contra}. A short dis- 
tance out of Columbus the county 
contracted for a short stretch of 
pavement prior to the hjghway com- 
ing into the state System:' The pro- 
ject is still incomp^teteyand the de- 
tour road in use many months is 
impassible in thaw periods. "In this 
case traffic has only one alternative, 
proceed south on $To.,l.to Seymour 
and cross over on No. 4, thus avoid- 
ing the construction .and impassable 
detour in wet weather. 
Somewhat 


similar conditions prevail over de- 
tour roads around other construction 
projects of the State, and traffic is 
urged to consider the condition of 
weather before making them. 
Avoid detour roads in thaw periods 
as far as possible is the admonish- 
ment. 


As far as possible highway pat- 


rolmen are watching - these detour 
roads 'and changing them when the 
occasion demands. 
On the other 


hand 'a detour road may become 
impassible in an hour .or so before 
it can be marked. It is because of 
these peculiar and 
uncontrollable 


conditions that traffic is asked to 
use judgment about taking them, and 
observe gross tonnage weight on all 
but paved roafls during thjaws. 


To protect the gravel and stone 


surface the department 'has ordered 
truck and bus loads cut to one-half 
rated capacity with maximum gross 
load at 3 tons during thaws. This 
order, it is made plain, is only when 
roads are soft. If a road is frozen, 
naturally heavier loads are permis- 
sable. The order does not apply to 
hard surface roads. 


The bulk of overland traffic uses 


state roads and especially in criti- 
cal periods of thaw and freeze. 
Therefore it is more.important that 
everyone cooperate to keep them to 
the highest standard. Also it is ad- 
visable, due to the sudden changes, 
that traffic so far as possible keep 
in touch with the patrolman and sup- 
erintendent of the road over which 
they are going, especially if there is 
question of its condition. 


At this time roads of southern and 


southeastern Indiana are 
in 
the 


worst condition due to thaws and 
rains. 


Bad breaks in brief are as follows: 
No. 4—Impassable between Sulli- 


van and Linton; soft between Linton 
and Bloomfield. 


No". 5—Very bad around Wheat- 


land with heavy loads barred. For the 


winter detour via Mitchell and Paoli 
over 41 and 22 around construction 
between Loogootee and West Baden. 


No. 7—Culvert out near Wabash- 


Miami county line and road inundat- 
ed." 


No. 8—Water over new fill north 


of Renssalaer. 


No. 10—Bad breaks south of 


Princeton, north of Patoka and south 
of Vincennes. Poor condition between 
Vincennes and Brneeville and for 4 
miles north of Brucevillc. Mud hole 
north of Oakton. Water from Wa- 
bash and tributaries over 30 feet of 
road between Clinton, and Lyford. If 
continues to rise road will be' blocked 


No. 12—Very bad from Briiceville 


to Edwardsport, and between Worth- 
ington^and Spencer. 


No. 16—Very soft between Evans- 


ville and Mt. Vernon. 


No. 20—Soft all the way between 


Mt. Vernon and Owenville with deep 
hole near Poseyville. 


No. 26—Detour southeast of Co- 


lumbus impassable in thaws. Traffic 
stay on 1 to Seymour and cross on 
4. . 


No. 9—(Lintonto Brazil)—Suit- 


able for light traffic .between Clay 
City and Brazil. Construction at 4- 
miles south of Brazil. East detour 
only fair. Construction between Ja- 
sbnville and Clay City. Eel river fer- 
ry south oft Gay City not running. 


No. 13—Construction for 10 miles 


south of Garret t, and for 8 miles 
south of Michigan line; detour via 
Freemont. Grading north of Newcas- 
tle. 


Not 15—Closed at north edge of 


Laporte account pavement construc- 
tion. Bridge out 4 miles north of In- 
dianapolis. To avoid bridge and cul- 
vert coastrnjetion-in'Marion county, 
'leave' Indianapolis on N... Meridian 
street, cross Canal bridge to Illinois 
street and north 41 miles, thence 3 
miles back to 15. 


No. 21—Heavy trucks detour west 


at Randolph-Jay county line. Koad- 
side detour in good shape for light 
traffic only. Grading north of Rich- 
mond. 


No. 22—Use 12 between Indiana- 


polis and Martinsville as 22 is im- 
passable during thaws. Avoid heavy 
construction from Paoli to Road 1C. 


No. 25—-Closed from Angola to 


Lagrange county line. Closed from 
Michigan City to New Carlisle. While 
Laporte traffic is using new pavement 
to 15 through traffic follow marked 
detour to north. 


No..27-—Bridge, out 2-miles south 


of Goshen. Detour marked but it is 
poor. 


No. 28—Earth surface from Pet- 


ersburg to Sandy Hook to be avoided 
in wet weather. Widening and sur- 
facing from Petersburg to Washing- 
ton. 


No. 32—Bridge out north of Clov- 


erdale; drive run-around carefully. 


No. 33—Bridge out 4 miles west 


of Covington. Two detours but both 
poor. 
. No. 40—Grading-between Scotts- 
bnrg and Blocher. Heavy construc- 
tion between Haysville and French 
Lick. Detour impassable. Rough west 
of Vevay. 


No. 47—Heavy construction be- 


tween NewtonviUe and Troy. 


No. 50—Detour 3 miles west of 


Culver account of bridge construc- 
tion. 


No. 53—New stone 'being applied 


south of Sunrnan. 


All gravel and stone roads alter- 


nate at being soft and then freezing 
rough. Breaks may occur at any time 
and all traffic is warned to drive 
carefully.
